This hundred was part of the territory of the Cattieuchlani in 
the time of the Romans “, and of the kingdom of Mercia during 
the Saxon heptarchy ; and ſince the diviſion of hundreds and coun- 
ties has gone under no alteration. x x1 
The ecclefiaſtical diviſion is nearly of the fame. extent as the 
civil, the pariſh church of Ipſtone being in the dioceſe of Oxford. 
It comprehends the deanery of Wycombe, in the archdeaconry of 
Buckingham .and dioceſe of Lincoln, under the juriſdictien 'of | 
which it has continued ever ſince the foundation of the ſee.

To the many opinions which, have been advanced as to the place where Ceſar 
paſſed the Thames, I muſt add a negative one, that he did not paſs, the river into | 
Buckinghamſhire, and that he never was in the Chiltern hundreds, which may be 
proved from his own words: © Materia eujuſque generis ut in Gallia eſt; preter fagum 
et akictem.” De Bello Gallico, I. v. e. 12. eee eee 
he would not have ſaid that it produced no beech. 
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Wycombe to the eaſt; and a ſmall diſtance from the London road on 
the right hand. The remains of it fil} apparent is a place on the 
hill, called Diſborough caſtle. It is an oval double entrenchment | 
with a bigh bank to the inſide, and a graff outwardly of a con- 
ſiderable depth. Before the weſtern entrance is a half moon with 
two apertures ſor greater ſecurity, as there is alſo a proper outlet 
at the caſt end. In the innermoſt part there ſeem to have been 
ſome material buildings of ſtrength and account; many ſoundations | 
with hroken tiles, bricks, mortar and rubbiſh being now to be found. 
And in the year 1743, the wood that grew on it being cut down, 
there was dug up an entire ſtone window frame of the faſhion: (ac- 
cording to the information, given me) of thoſe in ancient church 
buildings. Its round form, and double fortifications would induce 
one to think it a work of the Saxons. And its ſituation near the 
grand road to London might deſign it as a check to the inroads and 
devaſtations of the Danes, who more than once made their excur-

Danes. And might not this ſmall fortreſs be erected about the 
fame time, and on the ſame confideration? for we find that the 
Danes took their route in 1009 through the Chiltern country to Ox- 
ford; which they plundered and aries and we have other ac- 
counts of their ravaging theſe parts. ON 
This very place might be defigned as a fblkmote, i. e. a place 
for the meeting of the folk or people, to conſult about their mutual 
defence in a more than ordinary danger, upon the apprehenfion of 
the invaſion of an enemy; whoſe approach being diſcovered from 
the watch mount in it, they gave the alarm to the next folkmote- 
(in the nature of beacons); which notice they gave to others, till the 
whole country was adviſed to be upon their guard againſt the com- 
mon enemy. It is obſervable that there are two conſiderable hills 
at no great diſtance from this, to which on ſuch occaſions notice 
might be given at once, viz. one above High Wycombe, and the 
other that on which Weſt Wycombe church is built. | 
< It was from this original deſign, we may preſume, that this pick 
upon the ſetting out of hundreds was continued to be the place of 
the meeting of the people. And the diftri over which its power 
did extend, was called the hundred. This conjecture being ad- 
mitted, may it not have been called Deſborough quaſi Deys or- 
Dayſborough; Daza-buph, i. e. the place or borough of Judgment ? 
Day or dey (faith Dr. Kennet) in the Saxon tongue fignifies the- 
adminiſtration of juſtice.

* On the left hand fide of this Colliers-lane (i the eſtate of Mr. Maſon at the 
diſtance of a few furlongs) are two hillocks or tumuli of a moderate ſize and height, 
in a field called Banky Burrowfield, which might be occaſioned by a battle here- 
abouts, fought by ſome forces that paſſed the road below. And they might poſſibly 
be Daniſh ; for we are told chat it was cuſtomary with that people to erect them not 
only in the fields and meadows, but alſo in woods and groves, as theſe in all likelitivoa 
heretofore were, though now ſtanding on the fide of a wood. The mentioning of theſe 
hillocks may be more neceſſary, becauſe Lies they we nn 
grees and forgot.

Fas a is variouſly called W yekham, Wickham, Great Wi- 
combe, High Wycomb, and Chipping Wycombe, all ſignificant 
of its ſituation on a rivulet in a valley. The pariſh is bounded to 
the north by Hitchenden, to the eaſt by Penn and Wooburn, to the 
ſouth by Great and Little Marlow, and to the weſt by Weſt Wy- 
combe. It contains about 6000 acres, of which 650 are woodland, 
and 100 common; the reſt are arable and palture. The pariſh is

- There appears ſome n- 
culty in reconciling this grant with that of 36 Edward III; for 
Edward was certainly ſeiſed of the manor of Marlow at that time. 
I apprehend, that the earl of Arundel having married a daughter of 
Hugh lord Deſpencer, received it in truſt for the ſon, and that he 
enjoyed it, though no grant could be made till the attainder was re- 
verſed. This will appear more probable if we turn to the inſtitu- 
tions of the reQors, where the earl of Arundel's name does not 
occur, and the king claimed no other right than from the minority 
of the true patron. However the caſe may be, Thomas lord De- 
ſpencer and earl of Glouceſter was poſſeſſed of Marlow; but, taking 
part with his depoſed ſovereign, was executed at Briſtol 1 Henry IV, 
being firſt degraded.

His eldeſt fon William had been 
knighted by queen Elizabeth; but the attainder was not reverſed 
till the ad of James I, 1603. He died Auguſt agth, 1629, and was 
ſuccecded by his ſon Wiltiam, who was made a knight of the bath 
at the coronation of Charles I, Having diſtinguiſhed himſelf by 
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his oppoſition to that monarch in the beginning of the eivil commo- 
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tions, he was appointed by parliament lord lieutenant of the county 
of Buckingham, where he had with great ſolemnity and pomp, ſays 
Clarendon, executed the ordinance in defiance of the king's procla- 
mation, and had ſubſcribed a greater number of horſes for their ſer- 
vice than any other of the ſame quality. But he afterwards came 

over to the royal party, and was in great favour at the reſtoration.

IT has been ſuppoſed, from the denomination of Chepping Mar- 
low (which occurs in ancient records), to have been a market town 
in the time of the Saxons ; but I find no evidence to conſider it as 
a borough till 1299, when it was ſummoned to ſend members to 
parliament by Edward the firſt, This circumſtance is a proof of its 
being a town of ſome conſequence at that period; and yet it ap- 
pears that the expence incurred by ſending repreſentatives was in- 
convenient to the inhabitants, for they diſcontinued ſending any after 
1308; at leaſt there are no returns exiſting after that date. This 
privilege was reſtored to them, after an intermittance of above 300 
years, by parliament in 162. There are ſome faint traces of a cor- 
poration, which muſt have been by preſcription ; for no charter was 
ever granted, as far as I can find, for this purpoſe. In 1342 the mayor 
and burgeſſes preſented to the chauntry here, and continued patrons 


till 1394. 


I find no mention of theſe officers after this time; and it is ſingu-

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Andrew Windſor *, deſcended from the ancient and honourable 
family of that name, was made one of the knights of the bath, in 
the Tower of London, the 23d of June 1509, at the coronation of 
king Henry VIIT. In the 5th of Henry VIII he embarked with the 
king in the expedition that year into France; and having been at 
the ſieges of Terouen and the battle which enſued Auguſt 16, called 
by our hiſtorians © the battle of ſpurs,” from the ſwiftneſs of the French 
in running away, he was, for his valiant behaviour therein, the fourth 
of thoſe who were advanced to the honour of knights bannerets.

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This Edward lord Windſor in 1557 embarked with king Philip

In 1566, the gth of Elizabeth, the queen viſiting the univerfity of 
Oxford, on her return did this lord Windfor the honour of a viſit at 
his ſeat at Bradenham, where ſhe was highly entertained. And Miles

patent, whereby the parſon of Bradenham and his ſucceſſors and 
fix poor men may be incorporated by name of Maſter and Brethren 
of the Hoſpital of Bradenham. And that there be good ordinances 
made and deviſed by his executors for the better government, rule, 
and continuance of the ſame corporation. Alfo that his executors, 
as ſoon as they can conveniently, build the ſaid alms-houſe, procure 
the ſaid letters patent for corporation, and purchaſe lands and 
tenements to the yearly valne of forty puunds, to be affured to the 
ſaid maſter and brethren' by licence by them in that behalf obtained.

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Frederick lord Windſor was eminent ſor his addreſs and 2 
in the juſts and tournaments which occupied the attention of the 
nobility of that age. He died December 24, 1585, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by his brother Henry. It is obſervable, that in his will he 
directs, that the teſtament of his father be perſormed in every part: 
which proves that he conſidered the endowment of the above hof- 
pital incumbent on his heirs, though he had neglected it bimſelf. 


Henry lord Windſor married Anne, coheir of Thomas Rivet; eſq. 
of Chippenham in Cambridgeſhire, by whom he had ſeveral chit

vations by his travels in France, Italy; and other foreign parts. He 
was alſo one of thoſe loyal. peers, who, on a ſpecial ſummons, at- 
tended king Charles the firſt at Vork in 1639, but died at the com- 
mencement of | the civil war December 6, 1642. His lordſhip 
married Catherine, daughter to Edward earl of Worceſter; and, leav- 
ing no iſſue, ſettled the whole of his eſtates on Thomas Windſor 
Hickman; fon of bis eldeſt ſiſter, on condition that he ſhould 
aſſume the name and arms of the ancient and noble family of 
Windſor. 


Whether Thomas lord Windſor or his nephew ſold this manor, 
and in what year, I cannot aſcertain, Sir Edmond Pye, bart. held it 
in 1660, as appears from the preſentations to the rectory ; but he 
poſſeſſed it ſome years before : for, being attached to royalty, he was 
voted a delinquent, and fined 30653 l. The offence ſtated to the

She died July 18, 1745, 
and was ſucceeded in her title and eſtates by fir Edward Noel. He 
was created viſcount Wentworth in 1762; and dying October 31, 
1774, was ſucceeded by his ſon Thomas, the preſent viſcount, who 
ſold the manor and eſtates of Bradenham in 1789 to John Hicks, 
eſq. and he is the preſent lord. He was ſheriff of the county in

The manor houſe is a large ancient manſion, built, as E obſerved, 
by William lord Windſor.

Tre name is variouſly written: as Fingeſt, Fingherſt, Thingeſt,

On the promotion of Adrian to the papal chair in 1154, Robert 
de Gorham reſolved upon a journey to Rome to forward the affairs 
of his convent, being charged with a commiſſion from the king to 
that court, Here, by the complaiſance and decency of his addreſs,. 
joined to many valuable preſents wiſely diſpoſed: among the pope's 
miniſters and courtiers, he procured great privileges to his convent, 
and particularly an. exemption from the viſitation of any biſhop.. 

Upon his return, a ſynod being aſſembled at London in Lent 
11:54, the abbot exhibiting his charters of privileges, the proxies of- 
Roger de Cheſney: biſhop of Lincoln appealed to the pope ; but 
by the interpofition-of friends upon a meeting at St. Neot's, a compo- 
fition was made and ſigned between: both parties. Afterwards diſ- 
ſenſions aroſe between the biſhop and the abbot till the death of 
Adrian; but on the election of Alexander to the popedom, the latter 
applying to him, got the ſormer privileges granted to the monaſtery 
to he confirmed, by dint of many preſents, and more promiſes &.

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in France, who directed his mandate to Robert de Bello Monte carl 
of Leiceſter, chief juſtice of England, to determine the matter be- 
tween them, and to take with him as aſſeſſors the biſhop of Chichef- 
ter and others. After much diſpute .at this aſſembly, the mat- 
ter was put off till another hearing in the middle of Lent ; before 
which time the king, by his mandiite, took it in his own hands. But 
the biſhop of Lincoln producing the pope's brief, referring the de- 
cifion to the bifhops of Chicheſter and Norwich, the abbot was 

ſummoned to appear on a certain day in London to anſwer the 

claim of the biſhop of Lincoln. The king's arrival put a ſtop to the 

whole proceeding: for not long after, at a council held in the chapel 
of St. Catherine at Weſtminſter, in the preſence of the king, the 
affair was ſtrictly canvaſſed on both fides, but without any agree- 
ment. At laſt, the king himſelf undertook to be the mediator, and 
having had a private conference with both the biſhop and abbot, he 
put the deciſion on this iſſue: that on the convent's ſurrendering to 
the biſhop lands of the value of 10l. per annum, he ſhould relin- 
quiſh for ever his claim of juriſdiction over the abbey and fiſteen 
pariſhes in its territories, and ſhould exclude them from his dioceſe.

Robert de Gorham enjoyed the privileges unmoleſted, and, having 
ruled about fifteen years, died November 1166.

OF THE CHURCH.

Another manor in Hitchenden, called Overhall and Pigots, is not 
diſtinguiſhed in Doomſday, or by any very ancient records. In a ſur- 
vey of the pariſh 1674, it is rated as belonging to the ancient family 
of Morton, probably the fame that occur in Sanderton, who inherited 
from archbiſhop Morton. Edward lord Windſor, by his will, 
1572, left to his ſon inter alia his manor of Hitchenden (probably 
this part called Pigots) ; but whether this was in fee, or only a leaſe 
for years, I cannot aſcertain.

THE earlieſt account of this nunnery is in the Miſſenden regiſter,

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The new foundation of Bifham with its great endowments, was 
| only a veil to conceal the king's real deſigns, and to allay the com- 
motion which the rapid diſſolution of religious houſes occaſioned. 
In two years the abbot Cowdrey and fifteen monks ſurrendered their 
convent ; and the lands which belonged to Little Marlow nunnery 
were granted to John Tytley and Thomas Reſtwold. 


Mr. Willis gives this account of the remains of the houſe : 

Great part of this convent is ſtill ſtanding, though in ruins. 
The tower ſtood at one corner, ſeparate from the office. 'The 
church or chapel was a ſmall tiled building, cieled at top. Againſt 
the caſt wall are fill to be ſeen ſome painting of the Virgin Mary; 
on each fide of her was a faint. |

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B. Willis's account of its preſent ſtate, 1718. 

« The abbey-houſe ſeems, moſt part of it, to have been built ſince 
the diſſolution, as doth the chapel at the end of one of the 
wings. There is no painted glaſs or arms remaining in it. In 
the chapel, which is a low tiled building paved with ordinary brick, 
lie ſome marble carvings, being repreſentations of our Saviour. 
Theſe arms are in the chpel : Argent, a croſs gules, being the arms 
of St. George at Windſor. - They can give very little or no account 
of the abbey, and no more is remembered to be ſtanding than what 
now remains, which is part of the north aiſle. The church pro- 


bably conſiſted of a body and two fide aiſles and a chancel, and had. 
a tower at the weſt end. 


* It ſeems to have been a neat ſtately building, well wrought with 
aſhler work; for the four pillars remaining are very handſomely 
wrought, and the windows are high and ſpacious. The length of

The abbot. was epiſtolar of the order of the garter at Windfor

Mr. Aſhmole, in his valuable Hiſtory of the Order of the Garter,

I have given Mr. Willis's account of the ſtate of the ruins 
diſtin, that the preſent view of it may be underſtood, The 
chapel no longer remains, and only one pillar is ſtanding of the 


north aiſle. 


The abbey-houſe, with its ivy-mantled roof and walls, forms a very 
- pictureſque object. The late addition of a ruined tower, cloyſter, and 
other correſponding parts, is made with ſo much taſte and propriety, 
that when time ſhall have worn off all traces of the rule and blunted 
its ſharp edges ; when the ivy ſhall have continued its embraces, 
and the moſſes of various hues overſpread the ſurface, ſome future 
writer will be diſpoſed to claſs it with the more ancient pile. Within 
the cloyſter a room is fitted up with the ſame good taſte, and the 
glare of light is judiciouſly excluded by the pleaſing gloom of an- 
cient ſtained glaſs, chiefly coronets, roſes, and portculliſes. Over 
the door, Argent, a ſaltire or; but as theſe armorial bearings carry 
no hiſtory with them, it is unneceſſary to be minute in the deſerip- 


tion.

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The figure of the Virgin ſeated on a throne and holding the infant 


Saviour in her arms, carved in marble, ſtill remains, and is placed in 
a niche of the tower. 


Aftcr the ſuppreſſion of Biſham, June 30, 1539, the lands belong- 
ing to this monaſtery were granted to Robert Mone and others. 
The family of Duffield * ſucceeded very ſoon afterwards; for James 
Duffield preſented to the living in 1563, and they poſlefled the 
eſtate till 1779, when the fite of the abbey was purchaſcd by John 
Morton, eſq. chief juſtice of Cheſter, and was fold by his widow, to- 
gether with Danesfield, to Robert Scott, eſq. in 1786. 


Some few years ſince the houſe was tenanted by a ſociety of men 
of wit and faſhion under the title of monks of St. Francis, whoſe 
habit they aſſumed. During the ſeaſon of their conventual reſi. 
dence they are ſuppoſed not to have adhered very rigidly to the rules 
of life which St. Francis had enjoined, Over the door is inſcribed 
the motto, of its laſt monaſtic order, Fay ce que voudras,” 


Some anecdotes related in a publication of that day, were ſaid to 
refer to this ſociety ; but from the little inſormation I have collected, 
there appears to be no ſtrong foundation for that opinion. The |

In the 2d of Richard I, 1190, Aubrey de Vere gave a fine of 
zoo marks to the king, that his ſon Robert might marry Iſabel “, 
daughter and heireſs of Walter de Bolebec t, by which marriage the 
barony of Bolebec came into the poſſeſſion of the Veres earls of Oxford, 


Robert, lord high chamberlain, died the 5th Hen. III, 1221, and 
was ſucceeded by his fon Hugh, who died the 48th Henry III, 
1263, leaving Robert his ſon and heir 23 years of age.

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Ralph Cobham had a grant of Medmenham for life from William 
de Warrene earl of Surrey, as appears by the inquiſition poſt 
mortem“ . The eſtate was valued at 4ol. per annum; arable land 
4d. per acre, meadow 2s., and upland paſture 3s. per acre; the 


manor 6s. 8d. per ann. and the pannage of the woods was returned 
to be worth 28. per acre. 


Though the manor-houſe was valued fo low as 6s. 8d. per ann. 
it was probably a large manſion, or otherwiſe the eſtabliſhment of 
an earl of Surrey could not have been accommodated in it. John 
de Warrene died here the 21ſt of Edward III, 1 346 ; and from the 
inquiſition it appears that the value of the eſtate was much dimi- 
niſhed ; for the manor-houſe was rated at 3s. 4d., the arable land 
3d. per acre, the meadow at 3s. and the paſture at only 12d. The 
woods had been ſo waſted that no value could be put upon them. 
The manor was returned to be held by petit ſerjeantry, and Richard 


married Alice, ſiſter of the above John, ſo that the manor of Med- 
menham again pafſed by a female into another family. This 
Richard, aſterwards earl of Arundel, was lord treaſurer and lord 
high admiral ; but entering into the cabals of the duke of Glouceſ- 
ter to depoſe king Richard the ſecond, was impeached by the com- 
mons, and executed, purſuant to the ſentence of his peers, Septem- 
ber 1397. N |

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His  eftates being forfeited, the manor of Medmenham was 
granted to Thomas Deſpenſer, created earl of Glouceſter in 1 398 ; 
but taking part with his depoſed ſovereign, he was beheaded at 
Briſtol the iſt of Henry IV, 1400; and ſoon after Thomas earl of 
Arundel was reſtored to his titles and cſtates. 


He was conſtable of Dover caſtle, lord warden of the cinque 
ports, lord treaſurer, and a knight of the garter. On his deceaſe in 
1415, this eſtate appears to have been divided between his daugh- 
ters : Elizabeth, married to the duke of Norfolk, and Joane, married 
to William Beauchamp lord Abergavenny, K. G. Joane had iſſue 
Richard, created earl of Worceſter, who died during his mother's 
lifetime, about 1420, having married Iſabel Deſpenſer, by whom he 
had one daughter. 


In the inquiſition taken the 14th of Henry VI, 1435, Joane is 
ſaid to have died ſeiſed of the third part of the manor, which was 
not held of the king; and Elizabeth, her grandchild, wife of fir Ed- 
ward Nevil, was ſtated to be her next heir“. Some time before this, 
in 1432+, John duke of Norfolk died ſeiſed of the manor, leaving 
John his heir.

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The next record I find is dated the 19th of Edward IV*, by 
which it appears, that Geffrey Pool or Pole died ſeiſed of this manor; 
which he, together with lord Stanley and lord Scrope, held of Ri- 
chard duke of Glouceſter in right of his wife, Ann, daughter of the 
earl of Warwick. By this it ſhould ſeem, that the manor was en- 
tailed on the Beauchamps, and that the duke of Norfolk had only a 
life eſtate in it. There is certainly ſome difficulty in reconciling 
the two laſt inquiſitions, and I am not ſure that my explanation is 
right. | 


Geffrey Pole died January 4, 1479; and in his will, dated October 
12, 1478 f, he ſtyled himſelf, of Wythurn, in the pariſh of Medmen- 
ham, eſq. ; deſired to be buried in Biſham abbey with Edith his 
wife J; and gave his manors of Medmenham and Elleſborough ta 
Richard his ſon, 408. and a chalice to Medmenham church, 26s.

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whom he had iſſue Henry lord Montague, fir Geffrey Pole, Arthur, 
and cardinal Reginald Pole. The fate of this unfortunate family, 
whoſe crime was that of being Plantagenets, is too well known to be 
recited, In 1538, Henry lord Pole * was beheaded for a ſuppoſed 
conſpiracy, and the next year attainted, and his eſtate forfeited to the 


crown. 


In the 6th of Edward VI, the King granted to Henry Grey duke 
of Suffolk, K. G. the manor of Medmenham, late parcel of the 
poſſeſſions of Henry lord Montague. He ſoon aſter parted with it 
to ſir Thomas Palmer, a zealous adherent to his family, who ſuffered 
Auguſt 22, 1553, for attempting to eſtabliſh the ſucceſſion of lady 
Jane Grey to the throne, The manor being thus again forfeited, 
was in the ſame year, 1553, granted to William Rice and Barbara 
his wife, and valued at the fortieth part of a knight's fee ; which 
Barbara ſold it to John Borlaſe, eſq. about 1560, but I cannot aſcer-

The old manor-houſe of Bockmer, about a mile from Medmenham 
church, was formerly a very reſpectable manſion, and the reſidence of 
the Borlaſe family ; but, fince the death of fir John Borlaſe, has 
been deſerted, and converted into a farm-houſe. Parts of it have 
been pulled down within the remembrance of aged people, who 
ſpeak of it as being of great extent. A very old woman who died 
about 1750, and who was a ſervant in the family, remembered king 
Charles the ſecond and Nell Gwyn coming on horſeback from Wind- 
ſor to viſit fir John Borlaſe. 


I have not been able to find any ancient court rolls of this manor, 


Danesfield, the elegant villa of Robert Scott, eſq. which has been 
before mentioned, was the property of John Morton, eſq. chief jul- 
tice of Cheſter, who began the improvements, which have been ſo 
much extended by the preſent owner. 


In the upper part of this pariſh is Wood-end, the ſeat of Joſeph

CHARITABLE DONATIONS. 


* THERE is an eſtate containing about twenty-four acres of land, 
and a houſe divided into three tenements, given, as tradition ſays, 
by two maiden ladies for charitable uſes. It is ſaid, that in king 
Charles the ſecond's reign no memorial exiſted of the intention of 
the donors, and it appears that an application was then made to the 
court of chancery to determine to what uſes the profits of the eſtate 
ſhould in future be directed; in conſequence of which, a commiſ- 
ſion was iſſued by the lord chancellor, appointing ſome gentlemen of 
this county to make inquiſition into the condition of the eſtate, and 
to report their proceedings to the court of chancery. Upon which 
report the lord chancellor decreed, that the eftate ſhould be veſted 
in truſtees, and the clear annual produce of it divided into three 
parts; one third to be applied to repair or provide ornaments for 
the pariſh church, one third to be given to the induſtrious and ne- 
ceſſitous poor, and the other to relieve the pariſh of any unforeſeen 
or accidental burthen that might happen. 


Theſe ſums were uſually expended at a general meeting of the 
pariſhioners annually at ſome public-houſe, and the remainder. of 
what was not expended there, was doled out in inconſiderable do- 
nations. For ſome years paſt, howeyer, this abuſe of the charity

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has been reformed, and ſuch ſums have been annually appropriated 
to the repair of the church, as the churchwardens and veſtry re- 
quired, and the other two parts, decreed for the poor and to the 
pariſh, have been expended in purchaſing warm clothing for the 
infirm, neceſſitous, and induſtrious poor of both ſexes, and annually 
diſtributed about Chriſtmas, |

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LORDS OF TURVILLE. 


THE earlieſt account of this pariſh appears in a grant from Eg- 
ſrid, ſon of Offa king of Mercia, in 794 *, who gave land in Ther- 
field, © terram decem manenfium,” to the abbey of St. Alban's, 
founded by that king in 791. This grant included the rectory, 


which was very early appropriated, and advowſon of the vicarage, 


and was conſidered as a manor ; but whether the chief manor of 


Turville, according to Mr. Willis + and other authorities, I cannot

Richard Stevenache alias Boreman, S. T. B. laſt abbot, ſurrendered 
the monaſtery, Dec. 5, 1539 ; and king Henry the eighth, anno 
regni 36, October 6, 1544“, granted this eſtate, under the title of the 
advowſon and manor of Turfield rectory and vicarage, late belong- 
ing to St. Alban's, to John Marſh ; and 37, 38 Henry VIII, the 
ſame was granted to Edward Harman or Chamberlain, of Sherborne 
caſtle, Oxfordſhire ; who conveyed it to far Michael Dormer, third 
ſon of Geoffrey Dormer of Weſt Wycombe, and who was lord 
mayor of London in 1541.

OF THE HOUSE. 


THE ancient manor-houſe, which ſtood near the village, was 
built of brick, of no great extent, and ſimilar in appearance to 
Toweridge, formerly the ſeat of the Darrells. It was the reſidence 
of the Dormer family before they removed to Eythrop and Wing. 


The preſent houſe is beautifully ſituated on a gentle aſcent, com- 
manding the gardens and the whole valley. It was built by fir 
Francis Daſhwood, but conſiderably enlarged by lord Le Deſpenſer, 
who finiſhed the whole with a profuſion of ornament and deco- 


ration. 


The ſouth front extends 300 feet, and conſiſts of a colonnade and 
loggia over it, painted in freſco, and filled with buſts and ſtatues. 
The caſt and weſt fronts are in fine taſte : the latter, an Ionic por- 
tico ſtyled the temple of Bacchus, is intended to be made the en- 
trance of the houſe. 


The principal rooms are finiſned in a moſt expenſive ſtyle, and 
crowded with pictures. | 


The dining-room is 36 by 24. The cieling repreſents the 
council of the gods: the cornice is richly carved and gilt: the 
cloor- caſe is of variegated marble, and of elegant workmanſhip. In 
the chimney-piece Androcles and the lion, a fine piece of ſtatuary,

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The pictures are chiefly copies: one from Claude is much admired. 


There are alſo ſix paintings of Weſt Wycombe. In each corner of 


the room are ſome very beautiful figures in ſtatuary marble, from 
antiques brought from Nocton in Lincolnſhire. 


In the- breakfaſt-room are portraits of lord Le Deſpenſer and of 
the late fir John Daſhwood.

The gardens | of Weſt Wycombe were deſigned by lord Le 
Deſpenſer, and finiſhed with a ſimilar profuſion of ornament to that 
which pervades the houfe. "Temples, ftatues, and vaſes, by turns 
attracted and wearied the attention; but ſtill the grand outlines of 
the grounds were ſuch as at all times, and under every diſadvantage, 
whether of ſuperfluous decoration or unmerited neglect, claimed 
and received general admiration. The character of the place is 
beauty; there is nothing grand or ſublime, but the whole ſcene is 
cheerful and animated. The water, whether divided into ſeveral 
ſtreams, expanded into a clear pellucid lake, or meandering in a 
gentle river through the lawn, is the leading feature of the land- 
ſcape, The lake is indeed a fine memorial of lord Le Deſpenſer's 
taſte and judgment, and will more than: counterbalance his lord

\wp's fondneſs for trifling decoration, which formerly appeared in 
every direction. Its boundaries are cafy and natural, the ſurface 
at every breeze becomes a ſhattered mirror, and receives the tremu- 
lous impreſſion of the ſky, from whence the effect of "light and ſhads 


We may obſerve, that the iſlands are happily ſituated, nor 
are they planted with firs, which are at hand a heavy lump, at a 
diſtance a murky ſpot ; but with foreſt trees, which are attaining 
age and beauty. The removal of ſome of theſe on one of the 
iſlands has given a. more extended view, and perhaps improved the 
ſcene, but certainly has taken away from the beauty of the iſland, 


Time had, however, ſpread its changing influence over theſe 
ſcenes, and, by adding wildneſs to the luxuriance of vegetation, had 
caſt a gloom over the whole: on the houſe, by depreſſing it—on 
the water, by darkening its ſurface—and on the lawn, by e 


Under the direction of Mr. Repton, this admired reſidence will 
be reſtored to its original beauty. Nature, being ſtripped of the 
gaudy trappings of art, will aſſume her wonted lovelineſs, and the 
ſimplicity of the deſign will prevent the grounds falling into that 
diſorder which time and * had lately occaſioned. gg He

executed, is the removal of ſome very lofty trees, which obſcure d 
the houſe, and concealed the charming ſcene below. The view of 
the lake and its oppofite ſhore is now opened, and gives ſpirit to the 
landſcape. The gardens are contracted, ſome uſeleſs and unmean- 


ing buildings removed, and cattle will be allowed to graze upon the 
banks of the lake. 


Of the buildings which remain, the muſic-room pavilion claims 
attention, both from the beauty of the ſituation and the elegance of 
the deſign. | 


Another alteration of great tafte and utility is the approach to the 
houſe, which is at preſent extremely inconvenient. It is propoſed to. 
erect an elegant lodge on the turnpike road oppoſite the ſaw-mill, and 
to bring the road on the north ſide of the park in an eaſy direction till 
the lake points out its future courſe, and from whence the houſe is 
ſeen to great advantage. Winding round the banks, it will paſs over 


a pleaſing bridge, and, joining the other road from Oxford, aſcend 
to the lonie portico, 


The park, though not extenſive, partakes of all the beauty of the 
gardens, with the addition of an enlarged proſpect of the vale and the 
ſurrounding hills. The town and church of High Wycombe are ſeen 
in ſeveral directions to great advantage. The church and mauſoleum 
of Weſt Wycombe are rather to be conſidered. as part of the garden 


cone 
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ſeenery. The river winds through the whole extent; and though 
the wood has not yet acquired the venerable appearance of a more 
ancient deer- park, yet it is making conſiderable advances, is rich in 
foliage, and happily clumped. This domain might be much ex- 
tended, and would in conſequence embrace a greater variety of 
{ylvan ſcenery. 


OF THE CHURCH. 


THE church, fituated on an eminence, was rebuilt by lord Le- 
Deſpenſer in 1763; the tower is part of the ancient pile that re- 
mains, in which fix bells are hung. The plan is very ſingular, and 
though beautiful, our prejudices in favour of the gothic ſtyle for reli- 
gious edifices will not allow us to beſtow unqualified praiſes upon it. 
On the north ſide is this inſcription :

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The church, which is dedicated to St. Laurence, is 60 feet long 
-and 40 broad. The cieling is painted in moſaic, and is very beautiful. 
The diſpoſition of the ſeats, pulpit, and deſk is fingutar. There 
are no pews, but fixed forms without any diſtinction. The pulpit 
and deſk are mahogany arm-chairs, with a reading-deſk before 
them. The font repreſents the ſerpent twining round a pillar, to 
typify the fall; and on the top are four doves, alſo typical of the 
purity of the goſpel ; or the whole may be compriſed in the pre- 
cept of our Saviour To be wiſe as ſerpents, and harmleſs as doves.

The quota paid to the land-tax is 3531. 98. gd. 


Lord Wharton obtained a charter, July 1, 1686, for two fairs, on 
April the 23d, and November the 1ſt, being the feaſts of St. George 
and All Saints ; but from the alteration of the ſtyle, they are now 
held May 4 and November 14. 


There formerly ſtood a very large beech-tree on Holtſpur-heath, 
in which was a wooden houſe, built by ſome of the Wharton family 
for their accommodation at the annual races upon this common. 
The houſe was pulled down about thirty years ſince.

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An. 38 Edw. III, William died, leaving iſſue William, his 
ſon and heir, aged eight years, who, in the 3d of Richard II, 
came in poſſeſſion of it. This William ſettled a 'rent-charge 
of 100 marks payable out of his different lordſhips on fir Ralph 
Nevil, John Fairfax, and John de Deyncourt of Walleye, in 
truſt for himſelf and his heirs, and died the 5th of Richard II, 
when his ſon Ralph was only one year old. On his demiſe without 
iſſue, 3 Henry IV, his eſtates came to fir John Deyncourt, kt. his 
brother and heir, who died 7th Henry IV, leaving iſſue William. 
William lord Deyncourt dying, iſt of Henry VI, 1422, before he 
came of age, was ſucceeded in this eſtate by his ſiſter Alice &, mar- 
ried to William lord Lovell; who died 33 Henry VI.

He was attainted on the acceſſion of king Henry VII; and in 
1486, at the head of 3 or 4000 men, he attempted an inſurreQion, 
but on the approach of the duke of Bedford, fled into Flanders, 
where he was protected by the ducheſs of Burgundy. He after- 
wards joined in Lambert Simnel's invaſion, and fell, as is ſuppoſed, 
at the battle of Stoke in Nottinghamſhire, in 1487. In the 2d of

The name of fir Francis Goodwin is connected with a conſtitu- 
tional queſtion of great importance, which was agitated on the opening 
of the new parliament in 1604. Sir Francis was choſen member for 
the county of Bucks, and his return, as uſual, was made into chan- 
cery : the chancellor pronounced him an outlaw, vacated his ſeat, and 
iſſued writs for a new election. Sir John Porteſcue * was choſen 
in his place by the county at Brickhill (the ſheriff, fir F. Cheyney, 
having moved his court, on account of the plague. breaking out at 
Ayleſbury). . The firſt act of the houſe was to reyerſe the chancel- 
lor's ſentence, and to reſtore fir Francis to his ſeat. At the king's 
ſuggeſtion, the lords defired a conference on the ſubject; but were 
abſolutely refuſed by the commons, as the queſtion entirely regarded 
their own privileges. In a ſubſequent conference between a com- 
mittee of the houſe and the judges, i in the king's preſence, the queſ- 
tion of law began t to appear a little more doubtful than the king had 
| imagined it ; and in order to extricate himſelf with ſome honour, he 
propoſed that both Goodwin and Forteſcue ſhould be ſet afide, and 
a writ be iſſued, by warrant of the houſe, for a new eleQtion.

Sir Francis Goodwin was, howeyer, returned one of the knights 
of. the ſhire the 18th of James I, and the 1ſt of Charles. On his 
deceaſe in 1634, he was ſucceeded by his ſon Arthur Goodwin, 
who attached himſelf to the cauſe of freedom under the banners of 
Hampden ; and, having only one daughter and heireſs, married her 
to Philip lord Wharton, Sept. 7, 1637. 


On the death of Arthur Goodwin, lord Wharton ſucceeded to 
his eſtates, and refided principally at Winchenden till the deceaſe of 
lady Jane Wharton in 1658, after which he lived at Wooburn. At 
the commencement of the civil war his lordſhip attached himſelf 
to the parliament, and on the ſeceſſion of lord Paget was appointed 
lord lieutenant of the county of Buckingham. He went as one of 
the commiſſioners from both houſes to Scotland, July 1645, and re- 
turned the November following, . when he bad the thanks of the 
commons for his good ſervices; and i in the debate upon the propoſi- 
tions for peace in December, it was propoſed that lord Wharton, 
among other. barons, ſhould be made an earl. At the concluſion of 
that unſettled period, when Cromwell had uſurped the whole ſove- 
reignty, he was made one of his lords, and ſut in the other houſe ;

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but having taken no decided part in the execution: of king Charles I, 
he was permitted to retire at the reſtoration into peace and privacy.. 
The ſpirit of liberty, however, would not ſuffer lord Wharton, 
though declining under age and infirmities, to ſubmit in ſilence to 
the oppreſſion. of James the ſecond ; and though he left the more 
active part to his ſon, who drew up the firſt draught of the invita- 
tion to the prince of Orange, yet he had the honour of receiving 
king William at Wooburn ſoon after his acceſſion, and ſeeing all 
his exertions for conſtitutional liberty ſealed by the Bill of Rights. 


His lordſhip died Feb. 1695, at the advanced age of 83 years, 
leaving iſſue Thomes, Goodwin, and ſeveral other children. 


Thomas lord Wharton was born in 1640, and on coming of age 
was elected to ſerve in parliament for Wendover : he was afterwards: 
returned one of the knights of this ſhire, in which fituation he con- 
tinued till the death of his father in 1695, when his brother, the hon. 
Goodwin Wharton, was elected in his room. Attached to the 
cauſe of freedom, he oppoſed the arbitrary meaſures of the houſe of 
Stuart, and, as we obſerved, drew up the firſt draught of the invita- 
tion of the prince of Orange, whom he joined at Exeter. Theſe 
ſervices met with their reward from king William, who made him a: 
privy counſellor, comptroller of the houſehold in 1689, and in 1697 
chief juſtice in eyre on this fide Trent, and lord lieutenant of Ox- 


ſordiſhire. In 2706 he was one of the commiſſioners for ſettling the-

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union; and in this negotiation his lordſhip gave ſo much ſatisfaQlion, 
that he was created viſcount Winchenden and earl of Wharton, 
Dec. 23, 1706. | 


In 1708, lord Wharton was 3 lord eutenant of Tread. 
where his attachment to the Whig intereſt drew upon bim all the 
ſeverity of invective from the oppoſite party. 


In the high political diſputes which diſtracted the latter years | 
of queen Ann's reign, his lordſhip oppoſed the court, and, from the 
contradiction of party writers, it is difficult to obtain any impartial 
account of his conduct. Without proſeſſing to be either his advo- 
cate or panegyriſt, I ſhall only obſerve, that lord Wharton's ſpirited 
exertions at the revolution, his zeal in effeQing the union, and his 
attachment to the houſe of Brunſwic, ſtand unimpeached, 


Soon after the acceſſion of king George the firſt, he was made 
lord privy ſeal, and, Jan. 1, 1715, created marquis of Wharton and 


Malmſbury in England, and earl of Rathfarnham and marquis of 


Catherlough in Ireland, which honours he did not long enjoy ; for 
he died at his houſe in Dover-ſtreet the 72th of April following. 


His lordſhip married firſt, Ann, We and coheireſs of. f fir 
Harry Lee, of Dichley in Oxfordſhire, and ſiſter to the counteſs of 
Abingdon. * This lady may have place among the female writers of

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the laſt century: ſhe wrote paraphraſes on the Lord's prayer, the 
53d chapter of Iſaiah, and the lamentations of Jeremiah, and alſo 
an elegy on the death of the earl of Rocheſter, and verſes to Mr. 
Waller, which compliment the poet returned by two cantos on 
divine poeſy, occaſioned by the peruſal of Mrs. Wharton's para- 
phraſe of Iſaiah, and two other ſhort ſonnets, 


Mrs. Wharton dying Oct. ag, 1685, without iſſue, his lordſhip 
married, ſecondly, Lucy, daughter of Adam viſcount Liſburne, by 
whom he left iſſue Philip lord Winchenden, and two daughters. 


The life of this very extraordinary man is fo inconſiſtent, ſo com- 
pletely devoid of all prudence and propriety, as ſtrictly to merit the 
fine obſervations of Pope :

HITCHENDEN. 


The hiſtory of theſe monuments being involved! in great 
obſcurity, I inſerted Mr. Gough's account of them rather than my 
own conjectures. Since the ſheet was. worked off, the marquis of 
Buckingham, with his uſual munificence, has been at the expence of 
engraving Mr. Gough's drawings, who procured them for his own 
uſe, and not for the Sepulchral Monuments as I underſtood; . I beg 
leave to take this opportunity of making my acknowledgments to 
Mr. Gough for the very handſome manner in which he permitted 
the engraving of them, and for his other communications.” I have 
to lament that the execution of the Hiſtory. of Deſborough is un- 
equal to the very liberal and noble patronage of lord Buckingham. 
To revert to the monuments ;—The different coats on theſe n. 
are bearings of n branches of the ſamily: 


1. Gules 
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1. Gules, a lion rampant with two tails argent devouring a man 
child was the coat armour of Simon earl of Leiceſter. 


2. Argent, a lion rampant with 10 croſs croſslets fitchẽ ſable, are the 
NMlontforts of Warwickſhire. 


3. Bende of 6 or and gules, changed temp. Ed. I ta N of 10, 
are the Montforts of Beldeſert. 


4. Gules, a griffin ſegreiant, a chief cheque or and azure, over all a 
bend ermine, are Welleſburne Montforts. 

Theſe arms all oecurring on theſe monuments, clearly point out 
that they are Wellefburne- Montforts deſcended from thoſe of Bel- 
deſert. It appears, that after the battle of Eveſham. they retired 
hither, and lived in great privacy. I cannot aſcertain. the hiſtory of 
each perſon ; but I muſt queſtion upon high authority, the ſkeleton 
under the arch being a prieſt, on account of the ſhields of arms, 
which are at leaſt unuſual, if not unprecedented. I conceive this 
to be Peter, ſon of Peter de Montfort, killed at the battle of 
Eveſham. : this Peter went a pilgrimage: to. Gallicia, and died 1 5th. 
Edw. I. The arms probably would have determined this. point, as 
he changed his coat from bende of 6 to bende of 10. There was 
another Peter, grandſon of the pilgrim, who was firſt in holy orders, 
but after his brother's deceaſe, enjoying a large inheritance, by diſ- 
penſation became a knight, and died 42d Edw. II]; but he is ſaid to 
have been buried at Warwick, or otherwiſe this circumſtance- might 
account for the ſingular repreſentation. Several of the figures, which 
are of common free-ſtone, are much worn; and I think, with ſub- 
miſſion to Mr. Gough, that they are bende of 10, and not bende 
of 8.—See Dugdale's Warwick in loco.
